JOHN  SHERMAN 
by  Frank  Clark  #2104 


John  Sherman's  portrait  appears  on  large  size  nation- 
als bank  notes  of  the  Third  Charter  Period.  These  were 
issued  from  1902  to  1929.  Who  is  John  Sherman? 

John  Sherman  was  born  in  Lancester,  Ohio  on  May  10, 
1823.  His  forefathers  had  emigrated  from  England  to 
Massachusetts  in  1635.  His  father,  Edward  moved  to  Ohio 
in  1811  and  became  a member  of  the  State  Supreme  Court. 
His  father  died  in  1829.  John's  mother  was  left  with  11 
children.  John  was  the  eighth  child  and  he  was  three 
years  younger  than  his  favorite  brother,  William  Tecum- 
seh  Sherman. 

He  went  to  school  until  he  was  14  and  then  left  to 
work  on  canals  and  dam  building.  In  1840  he  began  to 
study  law  in  Mansfield,  Ohio  under  his  eldest  brother 
Charles  and  an  uncle.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1844.  He  acquired  an  interest  in  a lumber  firm  and 
began  to  buy  real  estate.  In  1848  he  married  Margaret 
Sarah  Stewart,  the  only  child  of  a prominent  Mansfield 
judge.  They  had  no  children  but  adopted  a daughter. 

He  became  active  in  Whig  politics  and  was  elected  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  1854,  thus  beginning  a 
political  career  in  Washington  that  was  to  last  for  al- 
most half  a century.  He  served  as  representative  from 
1855-1861;  Republican  senator  from  Ohio,  2861-1877; 
secretary  of  the  treasury  under  President  Hayes,  1877- 
1881;  senator,  1881-1897;  and  secretary  of  state  under 
President  McKinley  1897-1898.  He  was  in  failing  health 
and  had  to  resign  from  the  cabinet  because  he  could  not 
support  the  American  war  with  Spain.  He  died  on  October 
22,  1900  in  Washington,  D.C.

His  importance  as  a post  Civil  War  statesman  was  chief 
ly  in  the  field  of  government  finance,  where  he  was  en- 
couraging a policy  of  "pay  as  you  go".  He  convinced  bank 
ers  that  the  government  should  redeem  its  obligations  in 
gold.  Later,  as  an  elder  statesman,  he  was  influential 
in  keeping  the  Eastern  and  Midwestern  wings  of  the  Repub 
lican  Party  in  working  agreement  on  many  important 
issues.  For  these  services  he  thought  that  the  party  in 
turn  should  have  nominated  him  for  president.  The  pri- 
mary reasons  for  his  failure  seem  to  have  been  a color- 
less personality  and  a lack  of  a knowledge  of  how  to 
manage  politicians.

She  is  the 
only  woman  to  appear  on  an  issue  of  United  States  Currency 
The  1886  and  1891  Series  are  distinguished  by  their  back

1896  DATE  — THIRD  ISSUE 


The  one,  two,  and  five  dollar  of  this  issue  were  re- 
fer e d to  as  the  Educational  Series.  It  is  generally  ac- 
claimed as  the  most  beautiful  series  of  United  States 
currency,  and  is  consequently  extremely  popular.  Its 
scarcity  is  also  fed  by  its  short  life  of  three  years. 

Charles  M.  Johnson,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing,  birthplace  of  all  of  our  currency,  ad- 
vocated more  artistic  designs  for  his  products.  His 
dream  was  made  a reality  by  Thomas  F.  Morris,  a design- 
er and  Chief  of  the  Engraving  Do vision  of  the  BEP  from 
November  1,  1893,  until  June  30,  1897.  Morris  designed, 
or  re-dcsigned,  the  entire  Educational  Series  for  its 
actual  use.  With  respect  to  the  $1.00  example,  he  re- 
designed the  accepted  version  of  the  notes  face  and  all 
of  its  back. 

The  face  of  the  $1.00  Educational  is  based  on  a 
painting  by  Will  Low,  the  original  of  which  hangs  at 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  in  Washington,  D.C.

whether  he  was  assisted  by  George  F.C.Smillie.  Additional 
engravers  for  the  finished  note  were  L.F.  Ellis,  J.  Ken- 
nedy, D.S.  Ronaldson,  G.V.  Ross,  Jr.,  and  E.M.  Hall. 

The  face  depicts  History  Instructing  Youth  before  a 
background  of  the  Washington  Monument  and  the  United 
States  Capitol  Building.  The  United  States  Constitution 
is  shown  as  an  open  book,  and  the  names  of  twenty-three 
great  Americans  create  the  border  design.  The  back  of 
the  note  has  portraits  of  George  and  Martha  Washington 
in  central  double  ovals  seperated  by  a large  number  "1". 
George's  picture  is  based  on  an  1867  Alfred  Sealey  por- 
trait and  Martha's  upon  an  1878  Charles  Burt  portrait 
(similar  to  her  appearance  on  1886  and  1891  Series  $1

FOURTH  ISSUE 


This  series  is  notable  for  its  many  different  signnature 
combinations  — no  less  than  eleven.  It  is  nicknamed  the 
"Black  Eagle."  The  large  eagle  surmounts  portraits  of  Lin- 
coln and  Grant  engraved  by  George  F.C.  Smillie.  His  ren- 
dition of  Lincoln  is  based  on  a Matthew  Brady  photograph. 
The  large  numbers  on  the  back  of  the  bills  are  a sub- 
stantial modification  of  former  designs. 


1923  DATE  — FIFTH  ISSUE 


The  $1  specimen  comes  with  three  signature  combinations 
The  head  of  George  Washington  is  adapted  from  a Gilbert 
C.  Stuart  painting.  The  back  is  an  open  design  with  "The 
United  States  of  America  One  Dollar"  prominent  at  its 
center .
